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"LEAD POISONING is “THREAT 
TO YOUNG CHILDREN — 
SCREENING CLINIC SCHEDULED 
At Congregational Church June 10 
Lead poisoning is a serious and 
some times fatal disease of young 
children. qt can cause mental re- 


tardation, ¢ behavioral proplems, kid- 
ney disease and blindness, The 
problem is environmental as well. as 
medical, because the lead that poi- 
sons children usually comes from 
their own homes, 

A study on lead polsaning: conduct- 
ed by the Maine State Bureau of 
Health during 1973 revealed a state- 
wide incidence of 8%, which far 
axceeded the national figure of 4%, 
The study detected over 400 children 
under 6 ‘years of age with abnormal- 
ly high lead content in their blood. 
Of those 40 children, 16 had to be 
hospitalized. 

The most common eause of Tead 
‘poisoning in children is the inges- 
tion of lead paint chips or other ma- 
jerials containing lead. Lead wa- 
‘ter pipes, improperly glazed pattery, 
and car battery casings are 
also Hazardous, but in most homes 
tested through the Jead screening 
program, lead paint was the major 
source of poisorting. Lead paint is
